acids or hemp seed oil, classified in class 424, subclass 776, for example. 
II. Claim 2 1 , drawn to a method for preventing or treating vaginal dryness by 

applying a lubricant composition comprising plant derived fatty acids or hemp 
seed oil inside the vagina, classified in class 424, subclass 9.1, for example. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be shown to be 
distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the product as 
claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product as claimed 
can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the 
instant case the product as claimed, which is a lubricant composition comprising plant derived 
fatty acids or hemp seed oil, can be used for treating human hair or skin in order to replenish the 
tissues damaged by environment including the tissues damaged by sun, dryness and/or 
surfactants, for example: see US 6,063,369 [IDS-3] at col.
